1,000,000 men. 


HELP FROM WINTER 


Owing to its vastly greater population, 
Russia can well afford to sustain losses one 
third greater than those of the Germans 
if there were no other question involved 


There is, however, the very important 
question of morale, and an army that is 
constantly on the retreat cannot by an 
possibility be as efficient as one that is 
victorious, or even holding its own. So far 
we are justified in assuming that the Rus- 
sians have made good their retreat without 
suffering a decisive defeat, and as in another 
six weeks winter will begin to operate 
against the German advance, it is a fairly 
safe assumption that the Russians will 
have an opportunity to pull themselves to 
gether and osganize and equip new troops 
before any decisive engagement can le
